Under the settlement Italy relin- 
quishes consideraple territory on the 
eastern shore of the Adriatic which 
Waa assigned to it under the treaty 
o& Londen, but that pact was sub- 
stantially carried out in the provisions 
respecting Albania.

The compromise settlement is be 
lieved to provide a way for the ulti- 
mate union of Fiume with Italy, which 
President Wilson was able to prevent 
during the peace negotiations.

QUENTIN’S GRAVE 
DEFACED BY ACT 
OF NEGLIGENCE

vandal had chiseled the name of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt from the stone mark- 
ing the spot where his son Quentin 
fell within the German lines were set 
at rest today by a few villagers who 
have returned to the ruins of Chamery, 
twenty-one miles southeast of here. 
The name is gone from the stone, it 
is true, but its removal was due to 


The stone is less than two feet square, 
lies flat on the ground, and is about 
six inches in thickness. It is soft 
sandstone and easily broken. It résts 
on a gentle slope near the edge of a 
hay field and the villagers from Cha- 
mery, about 300 yards west, are pass- 
daily in their wagons to and from 
the fields. > 
One evening at dusk the wheel of a 
wagon loaded with bundles of wheat 
passed over the stone, crunching .out 
the name “Theodore Roosevelt” and 
breaking the tablet almost in half. 
The villagers will tell you that they

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1 STRUGGLES BACK 


Annual Fair Joyous, 
Looted Plants Are Slow 
_ Recovering. 


By PHILIP GIBBS,

LILLE, .Sept. 16.—[Delayed.]—Yes- 
terday I. came to Lille again, curious 
to see how far it had recovered from 
its captivity and industrial downfall 
a year of liberation. There is a 
fair in progress, the famous 


' '#Foire de Lille,” which goes back many 


centuries in history as an open market 
on the edge of Flanders. It has been 
resumed for the first time since the 
days before the war and, lasting three 
weeks, with merrymaking as well as 
merchandise, having attracted thou- 
sands of people from neighboring 


towns, who were crowding the Place 
46 la Liberte and all the main streets 


when I walked into the city. 7 

There were many soldiers among 
them, going with their girls to the 
switchbacks and roundabouts, but not 
60 many as in the columns of troops 
with guns and transports and ambu- 
lances which I watched from the steps 
of the Hotel de Ville when the British 
army made its official entry and the 
girls in high. baiconies threw down 
flowers at their feet and the sound of 
cheering was loud and shrill. 


“The Wonderful Days.” 

Those days are remembered by the 
people of Lille as “the wonderful 
days,” but also with a kind of dis- 
iilusionment which is rather sad. I 
find that people in Lille cannot forget 
those four years when they lived under 
the iron rule of men in field gray, and 
mentally more than morally, though 
often they had little to eat, suffered. 
the long agony of fear, humiliation, 
and“tyranny. 

I try to make them speak of their 
present condition and of the hope that 
is ahead of them, but they break back 
once again to tell me of how their 
copper was stolen, how ‘their ma- 
chinery was taken away or smashed, 
how their boys were sent to dig 
trenches, how their young women were 
rounded up and sent far away to 
work in the fields in conditions of 
slavery. 

Unable to Resume Work. 

Tt. is easy to see why the people of 
Lille think so much of the past. Their 
present is at the mercy of the past 


and the. future is against an evil heri-. 


tage. They wish to resume their indus- 
try, but how can they do so quickly, 
or even slowly, when many of the 
great linen: and cotton factories of 
Lille, Roubaix, and Tourcoing are. still 
standing idlé “because their machinery 
has been taken away by the Germans 
and has mot yet come back? Even 
some of the machines which come back 
are. in meed of repair, and the ma- 
ehinery for:.repairing them was also

I have just come back from a visit 
to a leading manufacturer of fiex &pin- 
ning machinery in Lille—one of only 
six in the world.

To 
taeet the real difficulties of their situation the 
Germans must and will exert every resource of 
‘mind and will. Prussia began as a country small 
and poor. She won her power and prosperity 
through overcoming obstacles. 
» France, which had to bear a heavier loss and 
Perhaps a greater industrial disorganization than 
Germany, fs not yet really under way. For one 
thing, she has not yet met the issue of industrial 
and political discontent, and strikes are retarding 
her efforts. But the French have a great stimulus 
in vietory, the recovery of their lost provinces, the 
intrenchment of their colonial position in North 
Africa and Syria, and the banishment of the threat 
ef the German war. The French have not been} 
adventurous or resourceful, but it would seem 
probable that they will be inspired and jpvigorated 
by a new security and by new hopes.

the murderer's bludgeon? 

A murderer forfeits his right to exist in society 


And yet by soft impeachments we actually throw 


j innocent citizens who are under no sentence of 
death, who by their conduct are entitled to enjoy 
life and happiness, and who should have our first 
consideration, to endure the agonies of execution. 

Koetters ‘induced an old woman to give him her 
money and when it seemed probable that she 


And watched all her firstlings grow peaked and 


would cause him. annoyance he lured her to Chi- 
cago and killed her. For this crime he was sent 
to Joliet, where, for the short period of four years, ° 
he progressed ly in genial employments and 
escaped even so slight an indignity as prison 
clothing. 

He may or may not be recaptured. The cold 
fact remains that a woman was murdered; a 
weman who had committed no offense and who 
was entitled to the protection of the law. A woman 
suffered the extreme penalty when she had done 
no wrong. But a man who did commit an extreme 
wrong suffers clearly insufficient penalty. This is 
mot justice to other women who may lose their 


lives to the cupidity of handsome charlatans. In|. 


some measure a premium is placed on murder. 

It is not sufficient to sigh and say, “O well, the 
victim is dead; we cannot right illegal murder by 
committing another legally.” True enough. The 
dead cannot be brought to life; but the living? 
entitles them to protection. 

We must justify either hanging or murder. If 
we are going to be soft and full of sentimentalism, 
‘extending mercy to mufderers, the taking of 
‘human life is not going to be a very hazardous 
enterprise. If we abolish hanging we extend to 
the murderer the tacit right to execute the death 
sentence on his victim in the full knowledge that 
only the victim is to die; the murderer is safe even 
in the fullest premeditation of the crime. 

In a great many cases it has been infinitely | 
more dangerous to be a respectable citizen than a 
criminal. A citizen loses his property and even 
his life; the criminal an insignificant amount of 
liberty. The easy escape of Koetters. after a rest- 
ful sojourn in prison should make it plain that mis- 
placed mercy is reacting against the safety of 
honest folk. .
